was directed to leave behind. The 
partment is not advised of the 
wording of this certificate, but i 
tent is perfectly obvious and it 
no way to be construed as a certificate 
that the naval forces had seized the 
island, but only that the commanding 
officer of the Fanning had deemed it 
his duty to insist that the necessary 
machinery for operating the light was 
left behind by the keeper. Further 
information has been requested and 
the misunderstanding will be explained 
to the mediators.”

Another diplomatic question that 
gave much concern to the officials

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Archbishop of Republic Go- 


ing to Rome to Describe | 


Situation--The Archbishop 
Fears for Non-Combatants. 


Vera Cruz, May 12.—The Most tev, 


Jose Mora Del Rio, archbishop of Mex- | 


ico, and the Right Rev. 
Eschavarria, bishop of Saltillo, reach- 
ed here today on a train aboard which 
were eighty American refugees, 
whom came from Saltillo. 
Most of the refugees had spent two or 
three weeks in prison 

The archbishop and bishop are on 
their way to Rome to lay the Mexican 
situation before the pope. It is inti- 
mated that the archbishop has been 
summoned by the pope. Whether he 
will recommend any line of action is 
considered doubtful, but he is con- 
vinced that the pontiff would use his 
office to effect a lasting peace. 

Fears for Non-Combatants. 

The archbishop let it be known here 
that he has grave fears regarding the 
fate of thousands of 
in the capital, and he expressed his be- 
lief that should the Zapata forces enter 
the city there would be a riot of loot- 
ing, especially of the cathedral and 
the churches, which are popularly sup- 
posed to be filled with treasure. 

Frederick Adams, confidential man of 
Lord Cowdray, actompanied the party, 
his interest being to look after them 
as a British subject. Bishop Mora Del 
Rio, whose appearance was more that 
of a Spaniard than of a Mexican, was 
a picturesque figure as he alighted 
from the train. He wore a linen duster 
and cape, cut along the lines of the 
clerical garb. Chaplain John F. Cheno- 
weth, of the Fourth United States in- 
fantry, introduced himself and 
the Mexican prelates that he had 
instructed by General Funston to 
tend them all the courtesies 
able, but they were too nervous to do 
more than murmur their thanks. The 
uneasiness of the prelates increased 
when the chaplain expressed a desire 
to take them to General Funston, to 
present them, but, after a hasty ex- 
change of remarks and an apparent 
inclination to hold back, they accom- 
panied the chaplain to the 
headquarters. General bunston proffer- 
ed all courtesies while they remained 
here, and asked permission to call. 
Somewhat reassured, the archbishop 
told the general that until May 16 they 
would be guests at the home of 
Maria, a business man of Vera 
and would then sail direct for 

The archbishop’s efforts in the cap- 
ital for months past to induce Huerta 
to retire from the presidency are well 
Known, and, according to reliable re 
ports, (he has said on more than one 
occasion that he favored intervention, 
aS he was convinced that that was the 
only means to restore and maintain 
peace in Mexico. 

The alleged determination of Villa to 
deal severely with the dignitaries of 
the church and the disfavor with which 
the rebels, both north and south, 
gard those who wear robes of 
church are said to have for a 
the financial assistance which 
church has extended to Huerta. Early 
in Huerta’s campaigns against the 
rebels, the church contributed 7,000,000 
pesos, and the amount is said now to 
have reached = 20,000,000 pesos. The 
churchmen are known to have protest- 
ed to some of the assessments, but 
were virtually forced to pay. Arch- 
bishop Mora Del Rio’s last public par- 
ticipation was on Sunday, when he 
celebrated mass at the Shrine of Our 
Lady of Guadaloupe, outside Mexico 
City. This had been announced as a 
service dedicated to prayer for. the 
restoration of peace. No reference had 
been made to a pilgrimage, but the 
news had beén spread broadcast, and 
the route from the cathedral to Guada- 
loupe, a distance of about six miles. 
was crowded with thousands of men 
and women, while the attendance at the 
Basilica was many times greater than 
could enter.

of Charities Argue—They 
Declare Regulation Has 
Proven Failure. 


‘Memphis, Tenn., May 2.—Miss 
Maud E. Miner, of New York, as chair- 
man of the committee on social hy- 
giene, told the National Conference on 
Charities and Correction.tonight that 
suppression was the only solution of 
the -social evil, that regulation had 
roven a failure wherever attempted. 

bbi Henry Berkowitz, of Philadel- 
Phia, another speaker tonight, de- 
Clared education the most important 
factor in combatting the evil. Mrs. 
Desha Breckenridge, of Lexington, 
Ky., and J. B. Reynolds, of New York, 
also spoke tonight on the general sub- 
Ject of social hygiene. 

In support of the contention that 
regulation or segregation fails to ac- 
tomplish its purpose, Miss Miner re- 
cited that in seventy-two cities that 
responded to a questionaire, fifty-one 
have adopted a policy of suppression 
And of this number twenty-one gave 
up attempts at regulation as failures 
Within the past two years. In no 
tity has suppression been given up for 
regulation. 

“In telling of these changes,” Miss 
Miner declared, “police officials spoke 
of the impossibility of carrying out 
the rules imposed upon them under 
a System of regulation, and with but 
four exceptions the officials now try- 
ing to suppress the evil stated that 
they believed suppression the best 
ae of dealing with vice in their

“The social evil is a problem of the 
ages,” the speaker declared, “but it 
faces our age with a seriousness it 
never bore to any previous generation, 
because of the revelations of science. 
It has become imperative for us to edu- 
cate the next generation to safeguard 
life, health and character.” 

He gave warning against the “dan- 
gers of a crude educational propagan- 
da,” and denounced the “mad rage for 
publicity which in plays, moving pic- 
tures and novels is coining money for 
managers while robbing our youth of 
the reserves of modesty, purity and the 
sense of shame.” 

Lessons of social purity should be 
impressed in the homes, he declared. 
‘Hlow to educate parents for this re- 
sponsibility is the real problem,” Rabbi 
Berkowitz asserted. 

Ground Rent for Government. 

On the call of the president, reso- 
lutions were prasented for the consid- 
eration of the resolutions committee, 
which will report to the conference on 
Thursday. These favored the recov- 
ery of ground rent by the government 
for the benefit of the people at large; 
nation-wide suppression of alcoholic
